The following is, according to Pro- 
feasor Cook, an effective wash for fruit 
trees. It prevents egg laying and kills 
the newly hatched caterpillars a* they 
begin to tunnel the trees: Take 100 
pounda of caustic potash, one barrel of 
Ume, one gallon of crude carbolic acid, 
two uounds of white arsenic or London 
purple, which is parhapa better and cer- 
tainly cheaper, and water enough to 
make 3O0 gallons of the wash. This will 
be sufficient for U.OOO trees: sins Her quan- 
tities may bo made in liko proportion.

IN A HURRY TO Die. 

A t'oiuli tuned 1'rlsouer Anxious for the 
Its*- of Ills Execution. 

OOMWMTg, O., Sept. 21. — William 
Fitzgerald, the Voungstowu murderer, 
who i. awaiting execution in the annex 
of the penitentiary for killing a police- 
man, has reached the lowest depths of 

despondency, and wanta to die nt once. 

Fitzgerald called Warden Dyer into the 
annex the other evening to tell him about 
his trouble. He wanted the warden to 
come into tho cage, ami then into the 
cell, where they sat on the bide of the 
bed and talked. 

Fitzgerald said bo wonted to die right 
away, and wanted to know if the war- 
den could not execute him immediately. 
The warden told him that would be ut- 
terly impossiule. Because of tlm num- 
ber of conflicting stories Fitzgerald told, 
nnd tho fact ihat he denied being in th • 
Michigan penitentiary, together with his 
deapoudenojr, Wardeu Dyer has not 
shown Fitzgerald the letter he received 
troin the warden of the Michigan prison 
with the photographs.

Herle, of Tuscarawas county, on Oct.

The town of Marion has been 
groatly favored in matter of rates as 
comparison with rates to other in- 
land points will prove. 

Rate from Cinc'nnati to Marion 
has been and still is from 4f> to 21 
cents per 100 lbs. From ami to St. 
Louis 15 to 21 cents per 100 lbs. 
troin Louisville and Nashville 10 
to 17 cents per 100. The rate from 
Cincinnati via the O. & M. Ity has 
been cancelled, but via L. k N. and 
Henderson or Princeton remain un- 
changeo. Rite from Indianapolis is 
same as from St. Louis. At time 
Mr. Schwab was kicking on St. 
Louis he failed to say that his meat 
from Indianapolis coit him only 20 
cents per 100 lbs just the Pamo he 
has to piy for hauhng from the river. 
We have fruit to heul for about two 
wee ks or a month in a year, and the 
•lunntity will not justify the cut aek 
ed in rates. The railroad is not to 
blame in the nutter, but the whole- 
sale dealers, who nhould know how 
to route shipments via lines running 
lowest rates. 

The N. N. k M. V. cannot stand 
the division cf rates that allows them 
thc same proportion from Louisville 
as from Princeton or Henderson. I 
car hardly think that thc sensible 
merchants of Marion will be influen- 
ced to their own hurt by those who 
are using them as tho monkey did 
the cat in therchesnut story. Tne 
local rates from Evansville to Prin- 
ceton, to and from local point', are 
50 per cent less than any local ratal 
on any other road in my knowledge. 

This attack is anything but con- 
aervativb and unfair, for tho reason 
that no attempt was made to get the 
other side of the story. As the rep- 
resentative of the It. R. Co., I regret 
that this matter has been misunder- 
stood, and trust that tho editor will 
givo us a show hereafter and not al- 
low us to be roasted in effigy without 
due notice, as we wish to take part 
in the performance when it comes 
off.

looted pure Italians— gentle nnd good 
boney gatherers— the head protection will 
not require to bo used very often, if we 
except shaking off combs; but if, as is 
the case with a groat many beekeepers, 
the bees are hybrids or perhaps huvt a 
little dash of Cyprian or Holyland blmxl 
among them, a veil will be quite indis- 
pensable, ut least a part of the time. 

There is great difference among apiari- 
ans as to what kind of facing is best for 
veils. Some prefer wire cloth, others an 
oval glass front; others, again, use brus- 
sels netting. 

' In the first cut is shown a beo bonnet 
with a facing of wire cloth, also a bee 
Veil with haircloth netting front. The 
first is simply an old bonnet with a frill 
Ot tarlotnn sewed to it to tuck into tho 
neck of the dress; in front a piece of 
wire cloth is sewed in. The remaining 
figure in this cut shows a facing of horse- 
hair sewed in a bonnetlike veil. 

In the second cut is shown a bee veil 
and hat recommended and used by the 
editor of Gleanings in Bee Culture, from 
which journal the foregoing cuts are a 
reprint This hat is tnado of cloth with 
the exception of a steel hoop which hold* 
the brim out. The upper portion of the 
lint is of a light drab color, while the 
under side is of a dark green, making it 
easy and pleasant upon the eyes. It is so 
tnado that it is adjustable to any head, 
and can be folded so as to go in the 
pocket It is so light that its weight is 
imperceptible, and the broad brim keeps

| t Two Oood I'aMure Grams. 

A New York World correspondent 
Writes in regard to establishing a good 
permanent pasture as follows: "I know 
of no better way than to row blue gross 
orchard grass seed together. It is 
they aro quite dissimilar in their 
appearance and habits, but this does not 
necessarily prevent thoni from being 
beneficial to each other when sown to- 
gether for pasturage. In the pasture 
what we wuut is grass, and the more 
rapid growth of the orchard grass gives 
earlier pasturage than tho bluo grass 
alono would. It ulso serves as a protec- 
tion to the more tender and delicate 
plants of the blue grass in their first 
growth from tho seed. Then the blue 
grass occupies what would otherwise be 
baro spaces between the tussocks of the 
orchard grass, so that they cover tho 
ground and afford both early and late 
pasturage. They are also good grasses 
for hillsides, where they are useful in 
holding the soil from washing as well as 
in growing grass. Both are hardy, but 
on soils well adapted to it the blue grass 
Will finally gain the mastery." 

The Color of Newly Shorn Wool. 
Wool of a light, open quality, where 
the sheep have been kept iu clean pas- 
tures, if neatly rolled up, will look, when 
first shorn, as white as wool that has 
been washed on the sheep; cases havo 
occurred where buyers not very careful 
or well posted havo passed divided fleeces 
of such wool as fleece washed. When 
Stored away in bulk or sacked, it soon 
changes to a yellowish color that tells 
its truo character, and it does not then 
require an export to detect it The prac- 
tice of washing wool upon the sheep is 
yearly becoming loss common, both 
dealers and manufacturers preferring to 
buy it on its merits as it is shorn from

If the soil by deep plowing each season 
and milnoil plowing occasionally is mado 
callable of retaining the moisture of rains 
and snows there is an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of both moisture and plant food which 
may lie relied upon to sustain the grow- 
ing crop and no vain wishing and wait- 
ing for rains will be necessary. 

Before plowing the garden it may be 
manured heavily with well rotted stable 
manure Thut plowed under will assist 
greatly to warm up the soil for early 
planting in the spring. After plow ing a 
heavy coat of -manure may lie applied to 
the surface, which will impart fertility 
to the soil during the winter through tho 
operation of snows and rains, ami in the 
spring tho refuse and trash remaining 
may bo raked off and used on tli" Keith, 
A garden of vegetables is of great im- 
portance and only secondary— a garden 
jf fruits being "first of all"-aml tho 
sarlier these vegetables can bo had. in 
She spring the better.

the advocates of fall plowing 
In the garden is an Iowa correspondent 
who writes on the snbject as follows in 
<)i ( i Country Ilome: 

Plowing the garden in the fall is ad- 
vantageous ininany respects. Planting 
in tho Bpring irMy bo done earlier. The 
•oil will increase iu fertility. Manure 
may be used more freely, as it will have 
time to decay and become incorporated 
With the soil. There is more leisure to 
do this work in the fall. The garden 
should be plowed deep and subsoileotVo 
the depth of twenty inches or two feet 
if that work has never boeu done before. 
The reasons for this mode of preparation 
are: 

1. The soil will be inado deeper by ad- 
mitting the action of the air— the great 
fertilizer. 2. An excess of moisture will 
be carried down Into the earth away 
from the roots of plants. 8. The capil- 
lary attraction of moisture and plant 
food to the surface from great depths in 
the earth will be conserved. By deep 
breaking up of the soil it is made capa- 
ble of absorbing ruins and melting snows 
Whk»».'Wheu stored deep in U>e earth. 



Take Care of G union Itcfuac 
Weeds and garden refuse are liable to 
accumulate rapidly at this season, as 
during the past wet weather hoeing has 
been carried out under difficulties. The 
larger weeds aro best removed by the 
hand nud burned, following ufter, as 
quickly as the ground will permit, with 
the hoe. Allowing the larger weeds to 
remain on the ground to wither up is 
false economy, as after being cut off, iu 
many cases, a crop of seeds will ripen off 
to spring up again. All refuse vegetables 
should be removed as soon as tho crop is 
gathered, for if allowed to remain they 
only harbor slugs. In tho practice of 
some fanners all such material is burned 
in a smother with other garden refuse, 
the ashes remaining proving far more 
beneficial to the ground and crops that 
follow than allowing such material bo 
remain to bo dug into the ground there- 
after as a manure, and along with it 
probably the eggs of slugs in abundance. 

Garget. 

Garget is an inflammation of tho udder, 
sometimes involving only one-quarter of 
the bag, but oftener one-half. The af- 
fected portion becomes swollen, hard 
and feverish, and tho milk when drawn 
from that portion is thick and some- 
times bloody. This condition may be 
brought on by a blow on the outside, 
and in the case of a fresh cow that for 
any cause has gone without being milk- 
ed for a day or two. It may also bo in- 
duced. Oftener the predisposing cause- 
will be unknown, but whatever it may 
lie an excellent remedy is bathing the 
bag several times a day with water as 
hot as can be borne by the hand, along 
with the use of laxative food. The niilk 
from the affected part should then be 
drawn as soon and as completely as the 
case will admit Timely attention will 
usually prevent such cases from becom- 
ing serious. 



Orchard grass, as its name indicates, 
is especially well adapted to shade*] 
grounds. It is, furthermore, nutritions, 
and makes good pasturage and good hay. 
For tho latter it is well to sow it with 
clover, as they are ready to cut at the 
same time and both begin a fresh growth 
immediately after the cutting. Orchard 
grass has the habit of growing in stooli 
or clumps, and unless sown very thick 
does not cover the ground fully. Foi 
this reason it is best to mix with it one 
or more other varieties. For ground so 
much shaded that tho general varieties 
of grass will not flourish, bluo grass will 
make a better mixture than clover, but 
the chief relianco will be on the orchard 
grass. When sown singly from twenty 
to thirty pounds of orchard or blue grass 
is commonly used on an acre, but whew 
it is difficult to get a stand there is no 
danger of sowing too much. Seed oi 
both these vurieties can usually be found 
in all seed stores where a general stock 
is kept.

The WelKht o* Corn. 

The anrtmnt of corn of various kinds 
required to produce shelled bushels of 
fifty-six pounds has been a subject of in- 
vestigation by Professor Morrow, of the 
Illinois station. After tests of the 
weight of corn ears he fouud that seven- 
ty pounds of the early, seventy-three of 
the medium and seventy-eight of the 
late maturing varieties would produce 
each, when fresh, a bushel of air dry 
shelled corn by the end of October. 
There lias been found quite a variation, 
however, in seasons, and more differ- 
ence In wet seasous thun in dry ones, 
sometimes varying nearly 20 ]>er cent, iu 
the latter sorts which do not ripen dry. 
The earliest varieties will, of course, 
have a better chance to become hard and 
dry than the later and more succulent, 
and there will be a difference greater in 
more northern regions than under a 
longer and hotter sun further south. 
Farmers who have occasion to measure 
or estimate com In the ear may easily 
make testa by weighing freshly husked 
ears, and again in winter and again the ,
